Thirty years ago next Sat¬ 
urday, Raymond was incorpor¬ 
ated as a town. No village or 
swaddling clothes for Raymond, 
her first incorporation was as 
a town, and she innnendiately 
set to work t 0 build for the fut¬ 
ure, which policy has character¬ 
ized all civic legislation from 
that time forth, and still is the 
watchword of the Council and 
city officials. 

Think back to the beginning 
of our town’s history. Lethbrid¬ 
ge was a building city, a day,s 
journey away, Magrath was 
nicely started, a three hours 
drive away, and Cardston was n 
long day s journey, if not two 
t G the west, and few inhabit¬ 
ants in either place. Miles and 
miles of country without a fence 
post, no telephones, no railways 
south of Lethbridge, uncertain 
and infrequent mail sei vice. 
Gravel roads, why, they were 
not even thought of and roads 
that 0110 could travel over at a 
rate of 45 or 60 miles an hour 
going from here to Lethbridge 
in 40 minutes, the idea would 
have been laughed at and the 
perpetrator been laughed to 
scorn. 

In the midst of al this, the 
founders of the Town went to 
work. They laid out a town- 
site large enough to accomo¬ 
date many times the population 
streets were surveyed* and on~ 
of the first projects was tree- 
planting, and while tho barren 
prairie surrounded and invaded 
many town s in the South, Uay- 
noivd almost immediately be¬

Everything is in lead ne -s for 
the Stampede on Salut'd iy, and 
when the program starts at 
1:30 p.m. there will be p! nty 
oF action every mi nut? of the 
lime. For tho first time in Ray¬ 
mond's history, the events will 
be broadcast by loud sj evke s 
so that everyone in ground j and 
stands will be able to hear all 
that is going on, and who the 
riders and horsey are. The 
phones from the chutes to the 
announcers stand were installe i 
on Tuesday, and the loudspeak¬ 


er v.v.cl microphone^ will be put 
in and already for the big time. 

With the morning program at 
which (Jen. Stewart ,of Leth¬ 
bridge will be the main speaker, 
Uio kiddie's sports in the morn¬ 
ing, the Stampede and the 
<1.nee, or dances at night, it will 
he a full and busy day for ev¬ 
eryone. Make your plans to take 
m the Stampede, if you don’t 
iiiioy quite all of it, the kids 
will and they are tho ones who 
cnj»v the fun most anyway. 


On Saturday afternoon a rag 
ing hail storm struck the dist¬ 
rict just north of town, pract¬ 
ically demolishing everyhing in 
it s path over a) strip eight miles 
wide, from Dr. Wiley’s corner 
to a mile north of the Y.E. 
Ranch. 

Such w r as the storm's fury 
that it could be heard some 
minutes 1 before it struck, warn 
ing chickens, small animals, and 
even human beings, to seek she 
Iter, so the damage from this 
source wa s not so great as it 
might have been. 

Gardens and crops were beat 
en into the ground, windows 
not protected by wire screening 
, were broken, nearly a mile of 
1 telephone poles near Dr. Wiley’s 
was blown down, branches two 
and three feet long: torn off 
trees, shingles split and torn off 
buildings and, in some cases, 
roofs were destroyed and rain 
poured into homes through the 
roof, as well as through the 
broken windows, upon the start 
led inhabitants, and fences were 
carried away by horses panic- 
stricken when caught in the op- 
in. 

Mrs. J. St. Peter and daugh¬ 
ter, caught en route returning 
l rom town in an open buggy, 
were injured, Mrs. St Peter’s 
’lead was cut and her daugh- 
oi’s back was torn by the huge 
kail stones as large as hen’s 
jggs, with ragged cutting edges 
h'ijven by the velocity of a 50 
mile wind. Luckily, Mrs. St. 
I’cler was able to gain shelter 
t the home of Mr. Alexander 
before she was seriously injured 

Repoi ts state that over fifty 
oanes of glass were broken in 
Sain Akroyd’s house, in fact, 
practically every pane of glass 
>n the west side of all houses 
n the path' of the storm were 
broken. 4 * , 

Some farmers report injuries 
to stock, some turkeys being 
killed and injured, while colts 
and calves show signs of the 
ferocity of the storm through 
a liberal display of bumps and 
bruises. 

Gardiner Boyd reports claim 
age (o hi s car, a hole bein 
punctured in the top and the 
radiator pierced by the hail 
stones. Reports have ben receiv 
e ( i from as far east and north 
as Paradise Valley of the traces 
of the storm, although in most 
cases very little damage has 
been done to the crops, but 
the garden s suffered considera 
bly. In one case sufficient hail 
stones were gathered to make a 
barrel of water and in another 
a large freezer of ice cream 
was made with the assistance of 
the hail stones gathered just 
ouside the front door. 

The sizes of the stones were 
the largest seen in this district 
since 1910—authentic reports 
agree they were larger than 
hens’ eggs.Wainwright Star.

Is Heard Again 


The regular Priesthood meet¬ 
ing on Sunday was addressed by 
Rev. Ben Spence on the subject 
of 4 ‘^Prohibition”, and for nearly 
an hour he held his audience 
with statistics regarding the 
liquor problems of Canada and 
Alberta in particular. He/related 
the efforts of the Prohibition 
forces to abolish the Beer par¬ 
lors, and of the delay on the 
part of the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment to take any definite stand 
in the matter. The present cam¬ 
paign was to force the govern¬ 
ment to a Bill or a Ballott and 
the/ speaker solicited the support 
of the audience in the efforts 
to bring this about. 

Speaking of alcohol and its 
evils, he stated that it was its 
presence in all liquors that made 
them so harmful, and that the 
drug itself attacked the higher 
senses and qualities of its vic¬ 
tims and gradually destroyed 
his love of beauty and culture. 
Statistics showed that as it was 
made easier for people to obtain 
liquor the offences against laws 
increased, and as it wag made 
more difficult for them to obtain 
liquor these offence s were less¬ 
ened, and this notwithstanding 
all the arguments of the con¬ 
trary. 

Referring to the Government 
Control phase of the question, 
h^f stated that i«| did not do away 
with the private profit side of 
the question, and that in its fin¬ 
al effect it was just as bad to 
get drunk sitting down as it was 
standing up, and changing the 
system of consumption did not 
change the ultimate results. Liq¬ 
uor couldl never ha controlled 
by any government or any other 
organization after it had been 
sold to the consumer, and be¬ 
cause of this there was little 
if any (virtue in the boasted 
method of Government Control.

vinces, crops have suffered from 
intense heat during the past 
week, and good rains are requir 
ed over large areas to avoid 
seriou 8 effects. The grasshop¬ 
per menace has become serious 
and is causing damage in scat¬ 
tered sections of all three Pro¬ 
vinces. In Quebec cool weather 
and lack of moisture has re¬ 
tarded the growth of crops gen¬ 
erally. In Ontario crops are in 
advance of former years but 
rain i a badly needed to promote 
growth. In the Maritime Pro¬ 
vinces recent rains have proved 
beneficial and crops above the 
ground are showing satisfac¬ 
tory growth. In British Col¬ 
umbia early crops have made 
poor progress in the Fraser 
Valley and it is estimated that 
yields of grain and hay will be 
considerably below average. 

Condition s have been more fav 
orable in the interior of the 
Province. Details follow: 

Prarie Provinces

Warm weath 
er with rain is neded. 

PROVINCE OF ONTARIO 

Fall wheat is heading cut 
well and a good yield is pre¬ 
dicted, spring wheat show s nor 
mal growth and promises an 
ajverage crop, barley and oats 
are making satisfactory prog¬ 
ress. Pasturage is in good con¬ 
dition, but in some districts is 
becoming dry. Cutting of hay 
is general and a heavy crop se¬ 
ems assured. Corn plantng and 
seding of root crops has been 
completed under favourable con 
ditions. Lack of moistur e is re¬ 
tarding growth of tobacco plan¬ 
ts. Replanting of areas that su 
ffered from recent wind dam¬ 
age is under way but plantss 
are scarce and indications point 
to a reduced acreage. The 
outlook for fruit continues prom 
ising, with prospects for a good 
apple crop but a slightly below 
average yield of peaches.
